GEORGE F. GRACEY IS BACK TO LONDON 


Since the W a r Broke Out He Has Been 
E r e c t in g 
the 
Relief 
W ork 
for 
the 
Armenians 
From Tifhs. 


London, Dec. 23.— George F. Cracey, 


,f m em ber of the Am erican Com m ittee 
lei Arm enian and Syrian Relief, who 
has helped to feed and clothe about 
55, UU Arm enians in their native land 
and again when they fled to the Cau­ 
casus to escape the Turks, has just re­ 
turned to London. 
“ Most of this was 
possible only through the generosity 
ot tho A m erican people,” declared Mr. 
C racky, who is not an Am erican,but an 
Englishm an, and has been a member 
of the Am erican com m ittee for the 
last tw elve years. 
Since 
the 
w ar 
broke out he has been directing the 
relic’ work for the Arm enians from 
Ti f I is. 
‘ Arm enia has replaced Belgium and 
Serbia as the most distressful country 
on the face of the globe,” said Mr. 
Bracey. 
"T h e Arm enians have twice 
been driven from their native land. 
Those who w ere not m assacred when 
the Turks invaded their country early 
in thf> w ar fled to the Caucasus. They 
returned when the Russians drove the 
Turks out of Arm enia. 
T h ey were 
forced to flee to the Caucasus again a 
few months 
ago 
when 
the 
Turks 
chased the Russians out of Mush and 
Bit lls. and for a tim e threatened the 
czar’s arm y at Van, on the east side 
of the lake of that name. 
“ W hen the Arm enians were able to 
return to their 
country 
early 
this 
year they w ere without food, clothing 
or the means of m aking a living. Th* 
Am erican com m ittee cam e to the res­ 
cue by supplying some 30,000 w ith 2,- 
700 head ot cattle and a large quan­ 
tity of agricultural implements. 
This 
work of repatriating them ran along 
from M ay to August of this year. Ju s t 
as they were getting 
on their 
feet 
again and starting out to face life 
anew' 
along 
come 
the 
reinforced 
Turks. 
The Ottom an troops succeed­ 
ed in taking Mush and Bitlis. in the 
very heart of Arm enia. 
Then 
they 
moved along the northern and western 
shores of Lak e Van, w ith the object 
of encircling the town of Van, which 
was the base of the Russian operations 
in that district. 
They did not get to 
•Van. but clung to the shores of the 
lake. 
That is the 
present 
m ilitary 
situation in that territory. 
“ The object of the Russian incur­ 
sion into Arm enia w as not only to res­ 
cue the Arm enians, but to establish a 
line from Trebizond on the Black sea 
across the neck of 
Asia 
M inor 
to 
Aleppo and thus deprive T u rk ey of 
the resources of Mesopotam ia. 
Those 
who have followed the course of the 
w ar know' what happened. They know 
that the Russians were only partly 
successful, that they captured Trebi- 
zond, M ush and B itlis, but w ere unable 
to extend their line farther south and 
prevent the subsequent loss of the 
two last named places. 
“ Although the Turks did not retake 
Van, rum ors of their approach struck 
terror to the hearts of the repatriated 
Arm enians who had been chased from 
their homes a year before. 
As stated, 
they fled to the Caucasus once more, 
taking w ith them about 25,000 of their 
countrym en from Mush and Bitlis, so 
that we are at present confronted w ith 
the problem of caring for about 55,- 
000.” 
M r. B ra ce y said lie wanted to pay 
tribute to the work of the A m erican 
Red Cross in Persia. 
Its base is at 
Khoi and a Dr. Hazlett, an Am erican, 
is iii charge.

Wish you would kindly re­ 
member me to Prof. Ludewig, if he is 
Ktill with Central business College, 
and accept for yourself nu best wishes 
and esteem.

Mr. Cobbs was one of two brothers 
who attended Central Business Col­ 
lege and as stated in his letter he 
drifted into the lumber business with 
his brother, Mr. Feaster ^ and 
Mr.

All of the gentlemen 
mentioned hav^ bought good homes in 
Malvern, except L. E. Cobbs, who had 
drifted into Oklahoma, where he is 
making a grand success.

There wasn't one hint 
of their responsibility to society, 
f 
am hopeful such utterances do not 
voice the attitude of the 
American 
people nor any great part of organ­ 
ized labor, but I do emphasize the 
need of national awakening, the need 
of sound thinking 
on all 
economic 
problems.” 
A few comments of those utterances 
and Hie man who made them. I take 
it, would not be amiss. 
Mr. Vanderiip was president of the 
National City bank for some 
years 
and was the mouthpiece of w'hat is 
known as the Rockefeller group of 
financiers, and in this position he ex­ 
ercised a tremendous power.

London, Dec. 23. -Legal wrangling 
which has been going on tor eighty 
years over “John Mobbs’ millions” will 
be ended next spring with Hip sale ai 
auction here of the immense proper­ 
ties which have caused so manv heart­ 
burnings. 
I lie auctioneer knows these proper­ 
ties as Hie “London estates of I.Ord 
Arlington,” and their value is some­ 
where in the neighborhood of seven 
million dollars. They include factories 
and docks covering scores of acres on 
the Regent \s canal 
in 
London, 
to­ 
gether wit ii more than 2,500 houses, 
rented for various terms of years to 
working ! lass tenants. 
Mobbs’ millions have for nearly a 
century been a glittering 
bubble 
to 
hundreds of “rightful heirs,” who ha\e 
cit lier turned lip in quest of them or 
been turned up by lawyers in (illest 
ol the large fees. 
John Mobbs was a Northampton 
coachman. 
In 1757 he married the 
daughter of his old master, a rich Lon­ 
don distiller, and thus 
became 
the 
owner of a large agricultural estate in 
the then outskirts of London. 
But 
Mobbs’ use of the land was restricted 
by certain ancient “rights” which the 
citizens of London possessed to prac­ 
tice “free archery” over 
them, 
and 
there 
were 
stone “archer's m arks” 
dotted over the fields when Mobbs be­ 
came their owner. 
Mobbs, however, granted leases im­ 
providently over the greater part of 
the estate, and then mortgaged the 
whole 
thing 
to a merchant named 
Stint. 
The greater part of the Mobbs 
meadows thus fell into the hands of 
the Sturts, the head of whom is now 
Lord Arlington. 
Building began on tile Mobbs mead­ 
ows in 1823 yurt twenty years later 
they were all covered with houses and 
la d cries, wharves 
and 
coal 
yards, 
(anal basins and timber sheds. 
The 
golden have ever since been so occu­ 
pied. 
Hideous slums grew up there, 
too, which the taxpayers had to buy 
up at high prices in order to replace 
them with parks and healthier dwell­ 
ings. 
As London increased in value, 
the value oi the property went up, and 
various descendants of John Mobbs 
went into court, carried on lawsuits, 
seized empty houses, and otherwise 
endeavored to assert their alleged 
claims. 
Many of the original leases did not 
expire until 187a, and there was then 
a great reopening of the legal hostili­ 
ties. 
The attempts 
to 
regain 
the 
property for the descendants of Mobbs 
always failed, however, although there 
seemed to be plenty of legal technical-j 
it ie 
to justify their pleas. 
At one 
time professional pugilists were em­ 
ployed to garrison the empty houses, 
but the Stints won in the end and 
tlu* Mobbs meadows are now to be dis­ 
persed is ihe auctioneer’s hammer. -
